The Scholarships end Medals as above 
-will be donated for a period of five years com- 
mencing with the School Year ending June 194S, and 
continuing thereafter until June 1947* It is under- 
stood, however, that we will have the privilege of 
continuing such Scholarships and Medals for further 
five year periods, should we so desire* 

It Is understood that the number of 
Scholarships and the conditions applicable to the 
Scholarships and the Medals may be varied from year 
to year by mutual agreement between the University 
and ourselves, but that the total amount of the 
Scholarships will not be reduced. Particulars of 
the Scholarships end of the Medals and the con- 
ditions on which they will be awarded are to be 
published in the calender of each School Tear, end 
will be announced as soon as possible for the current 
School Year* 

She Scholarships and Medals will be award- 
ad at the discretion of the Couooll of the School of 
Physical and Health Education, subject to compliance 
with the standards herein set out, and both women 
end men students will be eligible for the Scholar- 
snips end Medal So 

The School, as its name indicated, was 
originally a School of Literature and Expression* 
This was as planned by the founder, Mrs* Timothy 
Eaton; the first President and Advisor, the Rev, 
fiatnsnleX Burwash; and the first Principal, Mrs, 
Baaa Scott Raff Nasmith, But as Oral Expression 
required grace of movement and good address, which 
could be developed only through suitable Physical 
Culture, instruction in Physical Culture came to
